1 chance at a cocktail or 
julep. This article is for the real tea 
drinkers.

Always make your tea in a 
pottery or china pot. Pour FRESH, 
BOILING water over the _ leaves.

with gentlemen riders up, T. B. Blak- 
iston, Official, dropped his flag for a 
fair get-away, with the winner going 
straightways to the front. 

Over the first fence, Blockade lead 
Charley White on Inshore and John- 
ny Harrison on Ostend by a good 
length, with Rockicy and Pete O’Don- 
nell in order behind. Ostend hit hard 
behind at the 2nd, his only jumping 
fault for the day, and the rest clear- 


ed convincingly. Across the hard- 
surfaced road, (covered for the oc- 


casion with a layer of clay), the five 
gentlemen jocks really sat down to 
ride as they swung right handed into 
the third, heralded for these years as 
ithe biggest, along with the 13th, at 
five feet two. Frost and freezing of 
winters gone by have lowered these 
fences, but still sizeable at over four 
feet ten, the field in order, were over 
and ran southwards into the country 
beyond. : 

The 4th, 5th and 6th were negot- 
iated in fine style, all horses jumping 
strongly. Approaching the 7th, Block- 
ade had lengthened a lead to some 
five lengths, but ‘‘Pistol’’?’ White on 
the 1936 winner, (which had run out 
year), Inshore, let the Martin 
horse roll along, as they ran north- 
wards along the hillside. It is a good 
distance between the 7th and &8th, 
one of the longest spells of free run-

ning as there is on the course. (The 
same stretch lies between the 17th 
and 18th.) 

Undoubtedly, appreciating that

But he did not reckon with the deter- 
mined Blockade, who accepts his own 
challenges. In this instance, he had 
ihe foot to keep a half-length lead, 
and in doing so ended the day for In-

Mr. Colwill merely took a fleeting 
look over his shoulder, went straight 
on to the 10th, and circled, left hand- 
ed (but wide), again to the south to 
stand back well over the 11th. Os- 
tend, in the meanwhile, in second 
place, jumping beautifully, took the 
shortest route, on the inside, as he is 
known to do, (like he did when his 
trainer-rider of last year, William B. 
cut inside to beat out Fugi- 
tive’s drive for the finish in the Vir- 
ginia Gold Cup).

Back at the 9th, Mr. White gather- 
ed himself and Inshore, remounted 
quickly and went on, after Pete 
O’Donnell, with Henry H. J. Thomas 
and Rockicy, with George Straw- 
bridge riding had passed. It was a 
futile but a game effort that Inshore 
and Mr. White made over the 10th, 
only to have the old timber topper re- 
fuse at the llth, to shoot ‘Pistol’ 
again over his head to complete their 
day. 

Going to the 12th, Mr. Colwill had

Mr. Colwill rode and in doing 
so, broke a record standing since the 
late Noel Laing scored on Trouble 
Maker in 1932. This time of 8:51 3-5

There is no need to go to England to find owners to ride. They have rid- 
den the pages of American Turf history year after year but of late it is not 
the usual order of things to see owners riding their own horses at the great 
steeplechase classics in this country. For one reason or another, owners are 
leaving the job of piloting their favorites to other riders; and the moment 
they do so, Hunt race meetings lose some of that enthusiasm which makes 
them so famous as examples of true sport. 

In the Churchville Cup two weeks ago, the first owner-rider to win a race 
this year at the hunt meetings was Hugh J. O’Donovan. A student at the 
University of Virginia, this boy brought back to many old timers as well as 
to those who have never known the thrill of winning a horse race, the es-

There were men of another generation who knew how that 
boy felt. Arthur White, Jervis Spencer, Fletcher Harper, Courtland Smith 
and a host of others who are not riding their own horses over timber today 
but are responsible for much of the history of our hunt race meetings in re- 
cent years appreciate what boys like Hugh O’Donovan are doing for Hunt 
Race Meetings.

MILLWOOD, VIRGINIA 
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CHEWING AND SUCKING INSECTS 

I have scarcely dared come into the 
house these past few days, as I reek 
from head to toe with nicotine and 
soap. Everywhere I look my eyes 
light on masses of green aphides. 
They cover my climbing roses, Eng- 
lish Ivy, willows and countless other 
hings, so that I can never move with- 
out a sprayer. 

These horrible pests are among the 
many insects known as sucking in- 
sects. They do not chew but destroy 
by sucking the juices from them. To 
me they are more difficult to control 
as their damage is well under way by 
the time I have discovered it. With 
the green aphides, it is easy, as you 
can see them, but in the case of Red 
Spider, a whole bush may become af- 
fected before you know it. I guess 
maybe I am lazy or stupid, but I have 
yet to catch this pest before he has 
done his worst. 

Speaking of Red Spider, the very 
best cure for him is to give him a 
case of pneumonia. He catches it 
easily and by a thorough sprinkling 
of cold water repeatedly, is soon done 
away with. Meally bugs, scales and 
trips all belong to this class of pest, 
and their work is detected when leav- 
es curl under, become misshapen or 
turn yellow. Also when the bark on 
shrubs such as lilacs get a rough, 
whitish covering. They are a parti- 
cularly choosy high-hat type of pest. 
Never would they make a meal of po- 
tatoes or some ordinary annual when 
they can get hold of your boxwood, 
French lilac or Jacotte rose. To com- 
bat them, one must choke them. They 
breathe through the pores in their 


body and such things as nicotine 
spray, lime sulphur, oil sprays and 


soap solutions must be used.

The other type of pest is known as 
the chewing insect, or as I mentally 
think of him, the one with scissors. 
He cuts things off at the ground, cuts 
patterns in leaves, cuts leaves off en- 
tirely, and in general acts like any- 
one with a pair of scissors and noth- 
ing to do. Even now, as I am writ- 
ing, I know that my Delphenium are 
being devoured by a white, squirmy 
cut worm, all because I did not make 
collars and put around them. Collars 
are strips of tin about two inches 
wide, 15 inches long that I encircle 
the plant with, and stick in the 
ground about an inch deep. Itisa 
better way to get rid of cutworms 
than the usual poison bait which is so 
easily picked up by birds. 

The other chewing insects are 
beetles, slugs and worms, and as they 
all eat they are killed by stomach 
poisons. The most common of these 
stomach poisons are Paris Green, 
Pyrethrum extracts, arsenate of lead, 
and Rotenone. They are used in dif- 
ferent ways and in the case of the 
various commercial sprays, the direc- 
tions for use are always on the label. 
In using these poisons, be very care- 
ful not to leave them around where 
dogs or children might reach them. 

I cannot help but give a little free 
advertising to the company that in- 
vented the “Insect-O-Gun”’. A metal 
attachment that is attached to your 
garden hose and an ordinary mason 
jar, containing the spray material. It 
eliminates all pumping and is both a 
time and labor saving device that I 
could not do without. This can be 
purchased from most seed houses or 
hardware stores. It is one of those 
things that is so perfect, that it has 
taken me three years to prove to my- 
self that there is no hitch to it.
